THE NAVAL AND DEFICIENCY BILIS.

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 22.—The proceed- 
ings of the House after the ceremonies attend- 
ing the presentation of the Jefferson desk were 
quite significant.

JEFFERSON’S DESK. 
THE PRESENTATION CEREMONIES. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
Wasnuinorton, D. C., April 22.—There was a 
ceremony which will become historical in two 
Houses of Congress to-day in connection with 
the presentation of the desk upon which Thomas 
Jefferson wrote the Declaration of Independ- 
ence. Tho Coolidge heirs, of Boston, a wealthy 
family, found in their inheritance the writing- 
desk upon which Jefferson wrote the Declara- 
tion of Independence. The genuineness of the 
desk is attested by unquestionable proof. The 
heirs, who came of a patriotic family, thought 
it was fitting that this historic desk should be 
the property of the Nation, and that it 
should be placed side by side with 
the original manuscript of the Declaration, 
which is now lodged in the State Department, 
and of whose history it forms a part. Accord 
ingly, suggestion was made to Robert C. Win- 
throp, an eminent citizen of Massachusetts, for- 
merly Speaker of the National House of Repre- 
sentatives, who proposed the means by which 
the wishes of the family were to-day executed. 
The desk, which is @ medium-sized, old-style 
mahogany writing-case, was sent to the House, 
accompanied by a message from the President 
and a letter from Mr. Winthrop giving its his- 
tory and tendering it on behalf of the owners to 
the Nation. It was to formally accept this tend-

IMMIGRATION. 
BILL TO REGULATE THIS INTEREST. ; 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Was moro, D. C., April 22.—Mr. Cox’s bill 
to regulate immigration was brought up at the 
night session. The bill is designed to meet the 
recent Supreme Court decision, which is that 
immigration to the ports of the States shall 
hereafter be subject to the laws of the United 
States. It practically annuls the old law, which 
allowed vessel owners to charge head-money at 
the rate of from $1.50 to $2.50. This law gov- 
erned New York from 1847 to 1876. This fund 
was employed to keep Castle Garden, and 
other places used for like purposes, in 
repair, and to provide for immigrants on their 
first arrival. The vessel-owner, in turn, was 
required to give bond in the sum of $300 to the 
State for each immigrant, toindemnify the State 
against the charge of maintaining them for five 
years. The Supreme Court decision of 1876 de- 
clared the law requiring the bond unconstitu- 
tional. The present bill provides that, to meet 
liabilities of the State formerly covered by the 
head-money, the United States shall contribute 
out of the Treasury each year the sum of $250,- 
000, to be

SE SE CN Be Ae AT 
GRANT'S JUDGMENT OF MEN. 

The attention of Tue Trreune has again 
been directed to that portion of Mr. Leonard 
Swett’s speech at the Chicago third-term 
meeting in which the speaker dwelt at 
length upon the ex-President’s faculty for 


| estimating the ability and character of men 


with whom he comes in contact. Mr. Swett 
made the broad assertion that Gen. Grant “is 
the best judge of public men American his- 
tory has ever produced.” The speaker then 
proceeded to justify his statement. It was 
Gen. Grant, he said, who insisted upon giv- 
ing Gen. Sherman an important command at 
a time when the Secretary of War, Gen. Hal- 
leck, and others were pronouncing Sherman 
insane. A pretty romance was related how 
Grant had kept his eye on Sheridan and ad- 
vanced the latter at the earliest practicable 
moment toahigh and responsible position. 
Logan, McPherson, Blair, Schofield, Palmer, 
and others were cited as examples of the suc- 
cessful Generals whom Grant had discovered 
in the lower ranks. Gen. Grant’s subsequent 
reorganization of the regular army was also 
commended as an evidence of his wisdom as 
to men. Then Mr. Swett stopped with his 
personal illustrations,—stopped at the very 
threshold of Gen. Grant’s civil career, and 
proceeded no further. 

So far as Mr. Swett went, it may be fairly 
said that he drew largely upon the files of THE 
Tamer for his inspiration and sources of 
information. Time and again—so often, in- 
deed, that more specific indication is unneces- 
sary—has Tue TRIBUNE descanted upon the 
great achievements of Gen. Grant’s military 
career, which would not have been possible 
without the exercise of good judgment in 
the selection of his lieutenants. Whoever 
doubts that Gen. Grant has a keen military 
penetration is a poor student of history. 
The story of his life, from the time he was 
edueated at the West Point National Mili- 
tary Academy to his retirement from public 
office, reveals that all the great successes of 
his career have been of a martial character. 
When he quit the regular army he was ob- 
scure and commonplace in private life until 
the “din of horrid war” called him back to 
his chosen and peculiar sphere of activity. 
Then he rapidly pushed himself to the front 
place, and held it with a firmness and perti- 
nacity that abundantly demonstrated his fit- 
ness and pre@minence as a martial man. 
There he wasa judge of men as soldiers. 
He called the right officers to commanding 
positions, and handled great armies with a 
skill that has given him the front rank among 
the Generals of his time. There is no con- 
flict of opinion about this, and no public 
journal has borne stronger testimony thereto 
than Tue Cu1caGco TRIBUNE. 

But the position to which it is now proposed 
to assign Gen. Grant for a third time is not that 
of Commanding General of armies. There is 
no alarm of war now, civil or, foreign, that 
demands his services. If there were, the 
American people would turn to him without 
division of party, and repose in him the most 
implicit and abiding confidence. The present 
movement in behalf of Gen. Grant, howev- 
er, is to place him, at the head of the civil 
affairs of the American Republic, or rather 
to invite the American people to select him 
for that position in preference to every other 
citizen, and for the third time. Hence, when 
his capacity for judging menis in question, 
the demonstration required is, that it is trust- 
worthy as to the administration of civil and 
political affairs, and not merely as to the dis- 
position of an army, the planning of a cam- 
paign, or the prosecution of a war. In order 
to make good the assertion that Gen. Grant 
is the best judge of public men American 
history has produced,” Mr. Swett should 
either have omitted the list of military men 
Grant had drawn around him, or at least fol- 
lowed it up with equally numerous 
and equally conspicuous and wunerring 
examples of his good judgmentin selecting 
advisers and assistants in the administration 
of political government. But Mr. Swett’s 
list, so rich in military men, contained not a 
single name of all those whom President 
Grant had called to responsible positions dur- 
ing the eight years of his Chief-Magistracy. 

It is useless to deny that one of the most 
effective phases of the opposition which Gen. 
Grant’s candidacy will encounter is the un- 
fortunate judgment he exercised in selecting 
advisers and appointing political officers dur 
ing his two terms as President, and Mr. 
Swett did not undertake to combat this ob- 
jection. Hamilton Fish, of New York, was 
the only man who remained in his Cabinet 
from first to last. He began his list of Seore- 
taries of the Treasury with George 8. Bout- 
well, who made the silly asinine declaration 
that there was no such science as political 
economy.” William H. Richardson was 
Boutwell’s successor, and held the office 
as a grossly incompetent Secretary until 
forced to retire, along with his First 
Assistant, Sawyer, and his solicitor, Ban- 
field, on account of the meiety contracts” 
which made so great a scandal. Then Presi- 
dent Grant appointed Richardson a Judge of 
the Court of Claims. Bristow was made Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, and was “ frozen out” 
when he had demonstrated his great ability 
and relentless activity in pursuing the rev- 
enue thieves even to the door of the Exeeu- 
tive chamber, to make room for Lot M. Mor- 
rill, a weakish man, for the place, Poor 
Rawlins, Grant’s best friend, and one of his 
ablest advisers, died a few months after he 
was appointed Secretary of War, and then, 
to the surprise of the whole Nation, Belknap, 
an internal-Revenue officer, was picked up 
and exalted to the position of See- 
retary of War, and kept in that high 
position until he fell. The President ac- 
cepted Belknap’s resignation “ with regret,” 
though it was tendered to escape impeach- 
ment for corrupt implication in post-trader- 
Ships. Borie, a very weak many began as 
Secretary of the Navy, and was followed by 
Robeson, of unsavory record,—both obscure 
men and ill-suited to the duties assigned to 
them. Gen. Jacob D. Cox, a very able and 


the glaring errors, and abuses, and corrup- 
tions that had grown up in the service under 
Creswell, Gov. Jewell was too active and 
efficient, and was made to give way to some 
successor, though he has never to 
this day been informed why he was 
removed. President Grant tried five 
Attorney-Generals, but it was Lan- 
daulet” Williams, a lawyer of inferior 
ability, who held the office for a term of 
years and three or four times as long as any 


of the others. 


These were the men who were nearest to 
Gen. Grant while he was President. A re- 
view of their terms seems to show that he 
parted reluctantly with those who ought 


never to have been called to office, and 
‘crowded out those who developed the great- 


est fitness and efficiency. But there were 
others almost as near to Grant whose names 
and careers scarcely bear out the statement 
that he is the best judge of public men 
American history has produced.” Babcock 
was his Private Secretary, and was trusted 
up to the very last. Boss Shepherd was 
placed at the head of District of Columbia 
affairs. Senator Conkling once made aspeech 
to defend Gen. Grant from the charge of 
nepotism, and gave a list of the relatives 
who were in office, including the Caseys, 
Cramers, and Dents. Tom Murphy was one 
of Grant’s Collectors at New York, and the 
President clung to Leet & Stocking in 
spite of all the abuses and rascalities that 
firm represented, and in defiance of all the 
protests the New York merchants made 
against their extortions and robberies. Leet 
had been on Grant’s staff during the War. 

These are a few of the many attachés of 
Grant’s Administration who will be cited by 
the Democrats in illustration of his bad 
judgment of men for political places in case 
he shall be a candidate for a third term. 
Judging by his past career, the actual 
truth appears to be that Gen. Grant is a first- 
rate judge of men for military positions, and 
an exceedingly poor one of men for civil 
positions. No man has a clearer, more in- 
tuitive perception of suitable material for 
martial duties, and few men less ability to 
judge correctly of civic character. He is a 
master of the art and science of war, but the 
machine politicians get away with him. He 
can’t cope with the professionals in the 
tricks of politics, and for three years he has 
been out of the country, and knows less 
actual politicians of the country than when 
he was last President, for a partially new 
generation of them fave been coming to the 
front since he retired from office of whom 
he knows absolutely nothing. His knowl- 
edge and recollection of politi¢ians necessa 
rily run back to the old set with whom he 
became acquainted’ when President, and 
who fawned about him, lied to him, de- 
ceived him, and did so much to disgrace his 
last term and to defeat and almost destroy 
the Republican party. Itis a pity that Mr. 
Swett, in defending his good judgment, 
failed to produce any examples outside of 
Grant’s military associates to offset the list 
that will be prepared to show the lack 
thereof. 


SALT, COAL, PAPER, AND WOOLENS. 

The Democrats have control of the legis- 
lation of the country. They are unembar- 
rassed by any questions of a want of a large 
working majority in either branch of Con- 
gress. The officers, and committees, and the 
whole machinery of legislation are in their 
control. This Congress has been now in 
continuous session five months. That party 
have ever since 1876 boasted of their ability 
and purpose to reduce taxation, to take the 
burdens off from industrial production, and 
to aid the labor of the country by the repeal 
of taxation which, while it consumes and 
confiscates the earnings of labor, yields no 
revenue to the Government. 

Of these kind of taxes are those levied on 
all the raw materials entering into the manu- 
facture of paper, including wood and other 
pulp and potash; also the taxes on salt and 


|} coal. The manufacture of butter, cheese, 
and the packing and curing of all kinds of 


meat and of fish, requires an enormous ex- 
penditure for salt, For some branches of 
this business a salt is prepared and is required 
which is not produced in this country. The 
tax on salt is a grievous one, reaching every 
household and collected from the consumers 
of every meal. The tax on coal is doubly 
oppressive. All the manufacturers of New 
England have to pay this tax. For their 
business the peculiar quality of coal they can 
obtain in Pictou is the most economical, and 
on that coal there is a heavy tax. The Cana- 
dian Government has levied a retaliatory tax 
on American coal. We have been exporting 
more coal from Pennsylvania and Ohio to the 
upper Provinees of Canada than we have 
been importing from Halifax. Our duty on 
Canadian coal has forced the Canadians to 
tax our coal, so that while New England 
manufacturers are oppressed with a tax on 
the coal they need, our export of American 
coal has been reduced. The tax, therefore, 
cuts us with both blades of the shears. 

The Democratic Speaker of the Democratic 
House so constituted the Committee on 
Ways and Means as to defeat by refusing to 
take any action on any bill to reduce or re- 
peal these taxes. Goaded and taunted by 
their political opponents, and appealed to by 
the general people of all parties, a few brave 
Democratic members of the House have 
ventured to propose bills. All these bills 
were referred to the Democratic Committee 
on Ways and Means, where they have been 
smothered,—the Committee refusing to con- 
sider or report them. They refused even to 
report a bill reducing all tariff taxes to 50 per 
cent, 

Since that time the newspapers have been 
discussing the arrogant assumption of power 
by this Committee to arrest all legislation on 
the tariff, and to even refuse the House the 
privilege of voting on any bill relating to 
that subject. The sugar, the salt, the iron, 
the paper-pulp, and all the other monopolies 
standing together for their common defense, 
have been able to control the Committee to 
the extent of refusing to let any bill get be- 
fore the House to be voted on, At last the 
Democratic majority of the Committee ap- 
pointed a Democratic Sub-Committee to re- 
portsome bill, The Democratic members(two) 
of this Sub-Committee have agreed upon a 
bill to be reported te the whole Committee 
(eight Democrats and five Republicans), and 
this bill proposes to place paper and its mate- 
rials, salt, and coal on the free list,—that is, to 
repeal the tax now imposedon them. It is 
further proposed to reduce the tax on woolen 
goods, flannels, blankets, hats, and knit goods 
to 30 per cent; on finer woolen goods to 40 
per cent; on cotton goods to 30 per cent; on 
steel rails from $38 to $14 per ton; on tools, 
trace-chains, anvils, from 2 cents per 
pound to 1 cent. It is not, perhaps, to be ex- 
pected that the whole Committee will oppose 
this bill in ite entirety. The repeal of the 
taxes on paper, paper materials, salt, and 
coal may command a majority of the Commit- 
tee, and, once reported to the House, such a 
bill will be passed without a doubt. The

every man’s table. The tax upon paper, 
and the tax on all the materials en- 
tering into its manufacture, produces no 
revenue, and is levied for the exclusive profit 
of a few manufacturers, two of whom are 
members of the present Congress. All these 
1 unjustifiable, oppressive, and extor- 
tiondte, are well understood by the whole 
people, and the suceessful resistance by a 
mere Committee of one House to their repeal 
at this time will evoke a demand which will 
have a more extended range. The refusal at 
this time to repeal taxes which are confessed- 
ly retained for the mere purpose of oppres- 
sion and robbery will very justly cause a de- 
mand that will include the repeal of other 
taxes which are hardly less infamous and un- 
just, and which apply to other branches of 
industry. It was the obstinate refusal to re- 
move the tax on bread that led the people of 
England to abolish the entire system of pro- 
tective taxation, and the refusal now to repeal 
the tax on galt, coal, and paper may disclose 
to the American people the slavery under 
which they are robbed, and may lead them to 
abolish that slavery as it was abolished in

A GERMAN physician of the highest rep- 
utation, Dr. Treichler, has recently sounded a 
note of alarm to the effect that ill-directed and 
excessive brain-work is inflicting serious in- 
jury upon school children. In a paper read be- 
fore the German Association of Natural His- 
torians and Physicians, he claimed that habitual 
headache was greatly increased of late among 
boys and girls, and that this headache not 
only destroys much of the happiness and cheer- 
fulness of life, but that it produces impoverish- 
ment of the blood and loss of intellectual tone.” 


‘** Undoubtedly,” he says, “the principal cause 


of the headache is intellectual overexertion, en- 
tailing work at night, and the insisting by 
parents on the too earnest taking up of a varie- 
ty of subjects, music among the rest. Another 
cause is “a state of passive dilatation of the 
blood-vessels of the brain, by which the re- 
moval of effete material and the repair of 
the nervous tissues are both seriously impeded.” 
He also says that “the method of instruction 
nowadays pursued is not only acause of dis- 
ease, but also perfectly useless, because, instead 
of increasing knowledge, it produces mental 
confusion, and becomes simply a labor of the 
Danaides, or like carrying water in a sieve.” 
Excessive and especially nocturnal labor “ pro- 
duces a state of exhaustion of the brain in 
which the molecular changes necessary for the 
reception and assimilation of learning are not 
completed; so that new ideas cannot be reaily 
grasped, and confusion is produced at night 
with regard to subjects which have been learnt 
in the day.“ It is a little remarkable that an 
eminent American physician, who has long been 
interested in educational matters, recently gave 
expression to almost identically the same views. 
The concurrence of such authorities ought to 
induce educational officials to give this matter 
serious attention, to ascertain if we are cram- 
ming the brains of children at the expense of 
their heaith. 


Tun letter of Prince Napoleon upon the 
decrees recently issued by the French Gov- 
ernment touching non-authorized religious bod- 
ies creates a profound sensation in Paris, not 
alone because it arrays Bonapartism against the 
clericals, but because itis the first time that 
Bonapartism has been found on the side of the 
Government. The letter is said to be a very 


moderate one in its subject matter, but very de- 


cided in tone. It pronounces in favor of the 
decrees upon the basis that the political power 
must be the supreme power in Franoe. The re- 
ligious power has an honorable place assigned 
to it. Its functions are important, and they en- 
title it to protection and to respect. But it can- 
not be suffered to cut itself adrift from the 
State to assert its independent rights. It must 
conform to law, and it has no reason to complain 
if nothing but what is legal is demanded from it.

THE NASHVILLE MEETING.

The demand for dry goods was reported good 
for the time of year. There is a perceptible fall- 
ing off in the attendance of buyers, but the 
mail-order businoss continues of liberal propor- 
tions. A steady tone pervades the market. 
Nothing new was apparent in the market for 
hats, caps, millinery, and straw goods. Grocer- 
ies met with a fair city and country demand, and 
were steady as last quoted. The canned goods, 
dried-fruit, and fish markets were without 
change. Butter and cheese were quiet at nomi- 
nally unchanged prices. There was a quiet 
market for oils, prices ranging as before. Paints 
were active. The pig-iron mar®et presented no 
new features. Only a very limited volume of 
business was accomplished, and prices were 
again weak and unsettled. 

Lumber continues in moderate demand, and 
dealers will probably follow for a day or two 
the price-list made public day before yesterday. 
Cargoes were quiet and unchanged. Hardware 
and metals were unsettled, tin, sheet-iron, and 
nails being lower. The country merchants are 
purchasing as they require stock. The wool 
market was quiet. There is more or less talk 
about the new clip, and dealers are filling light 
orders for old. Hay was in request and firm. 
Broom-corn was steady, and hides easier. The 
seed market was quiet. The best grades of tim- 
othy were quoted stronger under an improved 
inquiry, and clover and millets were firmer, ow- 
ing to scarcity. Potatoes were dull, the supply 
on the street being liberal, and retailers were 
the only buyers. Poultry wasin fair local re- 
quest. 

Lake freights were quiet and steady. Several 
steamers were engaged to take grain through 
at 16c for corn by lake and rail to Boston and 
14 by do to New York.

THE NEW YORK DISASTER. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

New York, April 22.—Nobody is willing to as- 
sume any responsibility for the crumbicd wall 
at the Madison-Square Garden, which encom- 
passed five lives in its fall. There is great 
unanimity in laying the fault on somebody 
else. The Building Department says it 
did its duty thoroughly in requiring 
a new twelve-inch wall which was strong 
enough if properly built. Inspector Reagan, 
who looked after.the work, is not now in the de- 
partment. The architect, Mr. Curtis, engineer 
of the Harlem Railroad, considered his plans 
safe, and he would have left a portion of the 
old wall eight inches thick had not the 
building department required twelve. The 
masons, Smith, Prodgers & Co., are among the 
best builders in the city, put up the Western 
Union building, and are now building Mr. Van- 
derbilt’s house, They said the work was solidly 
done. The opinion of all these combined 
against the poor carpenter, Mr. O'Connor, 
who put on the roof, but whose reputation is as 
good as the rest, and who speaks very unassum- 
ingly about the sad affair. The charge is that 
one of the roof beams gave way and pressed 
the wall out. Mr. O'Connor, seen late to- 
night, had not yet viewed the ruins, and 


‘would not express a decided opinion, but he said 


the beams were of the size called for by the 
contract, the material all of the best, and it 
did not seem nearly so reasonable to charge 
that the root gave way and carried the 
wall as that the falling wall carried 
a portion of the roof. There was no extra weight 
on the roof, while the dancing brought direct 
pressure on the wall. He knew one thing, that 
the wall was never strong enough for 
dancing, and the building was not de- 
signed for that.

No 
reports that thé wall was unsafe had been made, 
to his knowledge. If it was shown the owners 
of the garden had been careless or negligent 
they would be liable for the damages, but he did 
not think such was the case.

who returned this evening and report things 


there as most terrible and beyond description, 
and from whom we gleaned the following par- 
ticulars: 

The storm gntered the town at the northwest 
corner, passing down the main street and leav- 
ing it from the northeast corner, sweeping down 
everything in its way. The town had sixty- 
nine bulidings, including stores, mills, dwellings, 
shops, etc., and only two were left untouched. 
All the rest were either totally destroyed or so 
badly wrecked as to be useless. 

The cyclone struck the place at 8:15 Tuesday 
evening, and, strange to say, only a little child 
was killed. No other persons were injured se- 
riously. Escapes were truly miraculous. Mr. 
Asberry Cravens and family, seven in number, 
were carried across a lot,a distance of fifty 
yards, in the house, when the house descended 
and they all dropped to the ground unharmed. 

The storm lasted about fifty seconds and was 
accompanied by balls of fire of white-bluish 
colors. Its width was about half a mile, and 
it seemed to ascend and descend in its course. 

The distress of the people is great, at, least 
one-third of the sufferers losing everything they 
had in the world.

FIRE THIS MORNING. 


The South Side Street-Car Stables 
in Flames. 


Three Hundred and Seventeen 
Horses Saved by Great Good 
Fortune.

Tue Loss to the Company Estimated at 
About $40,000, 


The alarm from Box 11% at 2:27 this morning, 
closely followed by alarms from neighboring 
boxes, was turnedin by Officer Terence Fitz- 
patrick, of the Twenty-second-Street Station, 
and was caused by fire suddenly breaking out 
in the South Division or City Railway Company's 
barns and storehouses, at the corner of Twenty- 
first and State streets. A second alarm was turned 
in almost immediately, and this brought to the 
fire all the engine companies that could possibly 
be handled at sucha fire. Within five minutes 
after the alarm, the entire southern sky was 
aglo with the reflection of the blaze, and the 
scene was greatly augmented by flashes of 
lightning and the peals of thunder following 80 
closely as to indicate that the light- 
ning was striking earth all over 
the city. A drenching rain had 
just set in. The storm and the fire were co- 
equal in point of destruction, and each lasted a 
little more than forty minutes. In this short 
space of time the damage done to the railways 
property must have been at least $40,000; in- 
deed, the estimate is placed from $10,000 to $20,- 
000 higher by those of the employés who 
reached the scene last night. The fre- 
men worked well, and were very well 
managed, and it was chiefly owing to this that 
enough remains of the property to furnish the 
Company with the means of continuing their 
business without interruption to-day. The 
Company has its own faithful employésand their 
neighbors to thank for saving every one of the 
317 horses that might otherwise have been lost. 
The horses showed their nobility more 
than ever, and were very easily handied. 
As ‘soon as loosened from their stall- 


fastenings they ran out iuto the street as if to 


make a regular trip with some car. Dozens of 
them escaped from those holding them, and 
trotted off briskly along the tracks as accus- 
tomed to do. 

The stables comprise three separate bu 
fronting on State street and occupying half the 
block north from Twenty-first street. They ex- 
tend clear through to Wentworth avenue, but 
an alley midway between State and that street 
divides the property intotwosections. The State 
street section is the only one inj the fire. 
The north portion is a two-story brick of com- 

aratively recent building, and having a front- 

of about fifty feet, and extending 175 feet 
back to the alley. Just south of this is an old 
structure, narrow, and two stories in hight.
